Washington. D C., Tile long fight 
to protect state s t ,ghts against Fe­ 
deral encroachm ent has reached a 
crucial stage in Congress. 
A bill by Rep. Smith *D*Va.) di­ 
rected at federal preemption of 
state functions is awaiting action 
by the House. It has been approved 
by the House Judiciary Committee 
and cleared for floor considera­ 
tion by* the Rules Committee. 
If the House passe* the bill, qu­ 
ick action by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee and by the Senate will 
be urged. Already pending in the 
Senate is a similar bill sponsored 
by Senator McClella 'D-Ark.l al­ 
ong with ten other Democrat* and 
four Republicans. 
Supporters of the legislation are 
firm ly eovinced that the states 
should not be deprived of sovere­ 
ign power unless there i* some 
clear and compelling reason. They 
believe that the Sm ihbil lwuo 
should be enacted. 
Responsible for the 
legislative 
proposal is a series of Supreme 
Court decisions nullifying m a n y 
state law* by the doctrie of feder­ 
al preemption. Under this doctrine, 
a state law is invalid if Congress 
ha* passed legislation in the same 
field. 
For example, it was held by 
the Supreme Court that, merely be­ 
cause Congress ha? passed a law- 
dealing with communist activity, 
the states wert powerless to deal 
with this problem. * 
Such decisions brought about a 
w idespread criticism that the court 
was indulging in judicial legisla­ 
tion by finding in statutes a leg­ 
islative intent 1 not expressed by Co 
ngress' to occupy whole fields to 
the exclusion of state and local 
governments. 
The purpose of the Smith Bill Is 
to prevent the courts from presum ­ 
ing a legislative intent not express­ 
ly stated. 
Hert is the reasoning behind the 
legislation, as developed by it* sup­ 
porter* on the House Judiciary Co­ 
mm ittee: 
Under the Constitution, a feder­ 
al act is supreme in any f i e l d 
involving exclusive federal power- 
such as foreign relations, war, na­ 
turalization. and coinage.

Law. 


As individuals are equally im portant, so laws m ust apply equally 
to all. without special privileges for any particular individuals

F ro m it com es our hatred o f those ' ‘ism s" under which the 
Individual has no value or im portance as a person, but is only 
one of m anv u n im p o rta n t people who have to live the way their 
leaders tell them to. 


Corning diroctlv from that first principle are tw o other 


principles that are also part o f the foundation o f Ameri­ 
canism . 


2. We Believe that All Men should Enjoy Per­ 
sonal Freedom. 


1, We Believe that All Men are Created Equal. 


It is w orth noting m a t the lYeclaration o f Independence e x ­ 


pressed the belief that "ail men are created equal." It did not 


state or implv a belief that men develop equally or have equal 


abititv, or that thev should ever be forced to an exact equality 
of thought, speech or material possessions. 


T hat would be equalitv without freedom . A m ericans have 


always believed the tw o should go together. 


From the days o f the D eclaration o f Independence and the 


S i t i n g o f the C onstitution, A m ericans have known that 


even though Life, U berty, and other unalienable rights 


• re granted to man bv his Creator, they require som e pro­ 


tection by m an himself. 


So, in our C onstitution, and in other laws o f our land, 


there are set down principles to protect the rights and free­ 


d o m s and equality o f indiv iduals. And these principles play 


•n important part in keeping America a good place in 


whi<*h to live. 


15. The Right to Join and Belong to an Organ­ 


ization. 


16. The Right to Own Property. 


17. The Right to Start his Own Business. 


18. The Right to Manage his Own Affairs.

F reedom o f speech does not give the individual the right to 
shout “ h re ” in a crow ded theatre. 


24. Every Individual owes Obedience to the 


Laws under which he Lives. 


T he individual has the right to talk against a law. to work and 
vote to change that law, but N O T to disobey that law. 


Principles that are Patterns o f Behavior... 


Many of our principles of individual freedom and equality 
are guaranteed to us by law. 


But we have other beliefs, other general rules of action 
and conduct that have grown to the status of principles. 
They have stood the test o f time. They have worked. They 
have become a basic part of the way we live and of the way 
we look at things. 


These principles, too, arc foundations of Americanism. 
They are as true, if not more true, today than they were in 
1850 or in 1750. 


If America stays free, they will still hold true in 2050. 


25. Every Man shall be Judged by his Own 
Record. 


A m a n ’s family background, his race or his religion, is not as 
im portant as what that man himself can do, for Americans be­ 
lieve a m an must stand on his own feet. 


26. Every Man is Free to Achieve as much as 


he can. 


We believe that where any bov may becom e President, where

The legally guaranteed right of the individual to “petition the 
government for redress of grievances" is e\ idence of the Ameri­ 
can belief that government is the servant, not the master, of th® 
people. 


11. The Right to Vote for people of your choice. 


This is the individual’s most potent weapon in the protection of 
his rights and freedoms . . . a weapon that to be effective must 
be constantly and wisely used.
